Justice John Barnes of the Wiscon- 


sin Supreme court on Friday ten- 
dered his resignation as a member 
of the court to Gov. Fhilipp. Justice 
Barnes leaves the bench to become 
general counsel for the Northwest- 
ern Mutual Life Insurance company. 
The new position is one which Jus- 
tice Barnes had been considering for 
some time. 


To fill the place left vacant by the 


resignation of Justice Barnes Gov. 
Philipp has named Marvin B. Ros- 
enberry of Wausau. The resignation 
of Justice Barnes is to take effect on 
Feb. 22 and the new justice will en- 
ter upon his duties as soon as his 
personal affairs can be arranged. 


The new member of the Supreme 
court is a well known member of the 
"Wisconsin bar, having practiced in 
the state since 1893. lie was born 
in Nedina county, O, Feb. 12, 18C8. 
His parents were pioneers of that 
commonwealth, his 
father, T. C. 
Rosenbeiry, having been a native of 
Pennsylvania, tracing his ancestry 
back to the Dutch who settled that 
state. His mother, Mary Hitchcock 
Rosenberry, also came from 
early 
colonial stock, her ancestors having 
been among the pioneers of 
New 


York state. 
When the new justice was a boy 


his parents moved to Kalamazoo Co., 
Mich., where he received a common 
school education. As a young man 
he entered the Michigan Slate Nor- 
mal school at Ypsilanti. He then 
enrolled as a student in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan at Ann Arbor, being 
graduated from the law department 
shortly before going to Wausau in 
1895. He is a member of the firm of

George II. Dawes, secrelary of lhe

and trades a vast army of men to 
equip and train for military purpos- 
es while the rest of the people dig 
and scrimp to pay the price, that 
grangers as a National body most 
decidedly balk.
